ASHLAND, VA. December 17..On
Saturday. December 19. tho voters of
Aahland will be asked to permit the
Town Council to authorize a bond Issue
of $10,000. The proceeds of this Issue,
together with $6,000 to bo borrowed
from the State, will he used for the
construction of a new public school
building. Tho proposed building can
he constructed without an Increase of
taxes and from the revenue for school
purposes. To meet the Interest on the
proposed loan and to retire It In twenty
years, $1,510 must be set aside annual¬
ly, $710 Interest and $800 for a sink¬
ing fund. To do this tho school board
has, over and above the amount neces¬
sary for maintaining tho . schools,
$1,950 annually: $400 surplus. $400 ad¬
ditional from the town, $450 increase
in tuition, and $700 in subscriptions.
